Hatchery Tops 2,500 Attendance

A second weekend attendance of nearly 
one thousand persons pushed the total num- 
ber of visitors at the re-opened Grayling 
Fish Hatchery to more than 2,500 for its first 
ten days. 

About 5000 seven-to-eleven-inch rainbows 
were delivered Friday by Flowing Wells 
Trout Farm and as a bonus, a large brown 
and some good size rainbows were included. 
The brown trout weighs approximately 16 
pounds and is about ten inches thick from 
the top of his back to his stomach. The rain- 
bows swimming with the brown monster in 
a specially enclosed raceway are no 
slouches either. 


Fish Hatchery manager Howard Hatfield 
is expecting one last shipment from Flowing 


Wells for 11-to-17 inch rainbows later this 
week. Another shipment of small rainbows 
were supposed to be in Grayling raceways 
Tuesday. 

The trout from Flowing Wells are on lease 
and will be returned in September. Night 
time security has been added at the hat- 
chery and electrical power will be hooked up 
shortly. 

A formal grand opening for the tourist at- 
traction is planned for July 4th weekend. 

Besides the huge brown trout, the hat- 
chery is currently only stocking rainbows 
because they are less susceptible to 
diseases, There are no brook trout at the 
hatchery yet, The rainbows donated by the 
DNR. were mistakenly reported as brook 
trout last week.

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Michigan State AFL-CIO Execu- 
tive Vice President Sam Fishman 
has urged an increase in federal 
funding and an expansion of the pro- 
grams of the federal Jobs Training 
Partnership Act. 

Addressing a field hearing of the 
Northeast-Midwest Congressional 
Coalition, Fishman urged assistance 
for food, shelter and clothing. 

‘It will be almost impossible to 
train a laid off worker in the in- 
tricate details of a new career if that 
worker is preoccupied with hungry 
children and finding a place to live,” 
Fishman told six Michigan 
congressmen who took testimony 
from an invited panels.on the 
problem of workers displaced by 
plant closings and on programs to 
meet those worker’s needs. 

Fishman cited a seven-point pro- 
gram recently endorsed by the 
national AFL-CIO executive council 
as a blueprint for meeting the needs 
of displaced workers and _ for 
creating new jobs. 

The program includes community 
development supplemental jobs 
with 100 percent federal funding 
and measures to prevent substitu- 
tion for regularly employed workers, 
accelerated public works to provide 
jobs and infrastructure for private 
investment. 


Other proposals include housing 
construction and rehabilitation to 
provide home mortgage relief and 
rental assistance to jobless workers, 
youth programs and the establish- 
ment of a youth conservation corps, 
dislocated workers program sup- 
plemental allocation, an extension of 
unemployment insurance benefits to 
provide support while workers are 
- trained and health care for unem- 
- ployed workers and their families. 

Fishman also urged the passage of 
_ comprehensive plant closing legis- 
lation and programs to deal with the 
problems facing workers and their 
communities when a plant closes. 

Fishman suggested an attitude 
exists in Congress which prevents a. . 
direct confrontation with the 
problem. 

. “They think the problem is only 
for 10 to 20 percent of the popula- 
_ tion,”’ he said. 

. He asked for a sense of urgency 
. among legislators in dealing with 
_ the problem and said that action as 
, dramatic as that taken by the 
federal government in the Great 


’ Depression was needed.

gan’s unemployed workers would be 
unable to ever return to their 
previous jobs and added that jobs 
which will be created by an economic 
upswing would be filled first by 
people other than the displaced 
worker. 

Department of Labor Director S. 
Martin Taylor said that by 1990 
there would be 100,000 fewer jobs 
in manufacturing in Michigan and 
that the jobs in the service indus- 
tries would likely go to more skilled 
workers. 

Kelley Reaches Agreement on 
“SCAM” Mortgage Case 

An agreement with the Salem 
Mortgage Company of Southfield, 
requiring the company to cut the 
principle and interest costs on its 
loans and return all but a few homes 
that were foreclosed, was recently 
announced by Attorney General 
Frank Kelley, 

Kelley said the agreement ‘‘makes 
right the biggest mortgage scam in 
Michigan history,’’ but does not 
relieve Salem’s owner, Joseph Stein- 
gold, and others from possible crimi- 
nal liabilities, 

Under the agreement, borrowers 
with second mortgages, who incor- 
porated at Salem’s direction (to 
avoid state usury limits on mor- 
tgage loans) will have the principle 
of their loan reduced by the costs of 
the broker and attorney fees. 

The interest rates on those loans 
will also be cut from as high as 25 
percent to 15 percent. 

Second mortgage borrowers who 
didn’t incorporate, will also have 
their broker and attorney fees cut 
from the loan’s principle with the 
“underlying debt returned to it’s 
original terms.’’ The interest rate on 
those loans will be cut to 7 percent. 

Homeowners who were foreclosed 


upon and in arrears with the com- 


pany will be able to make their mort- 
gages current by either paying $600 
or 33 percent of the arrearage, which 
ever is less, by September 1. Any 
additional arrearages will be paid off 
by the borrower paying the original 
monthly payment, with the dif- 
ference between that amount and 
the new payment going to reduce 
the arrearage.

If permissiveness is under 
attack today, what is the 
cause of permissiveness? 
Why do some parents run a 
happy and disciplined ship 
and others, a sloppy and un- 
disciplined ship? We can’t 
live without rules, and yet 
some parents give their 
children very litle firm 
guidance. 

Sometime ago Professor 
George Wold, of Harvard, 
put it well when he said, in 
answering a question about 
young people. ‘‘Permissive- 
ness perhaps. But it’s a 
negative kind of permissive- 
ness. It’s a permissiveness 
that comes from parents 
having nothing - no creed, no 
philosophy - to believe in, 
absolutely no idea of where 
they are.” 

What Wold is saying is 
what our tradition teaches - 
that our philosophy, creed, 
religion - call it what you 
will, is completely fun- 
damental and that without it 
we are lost. Without it we do 
not know who we are, where 
we are, or where we are 
going. And if we don’t know 
that, if there is a vacuum in 
our own souls, how can we 
give the young firm guidan- 
ce? 

Too many for too long have 
been living without an an- 
chor for the soul. Though 
there are thousands who pro- 
fess to be Christians there 
appears to be little spiritual 
reality and power in their 
lives. Some words inscribed 
in the Cathedral of lubeck in 
Germany point out the dif- 
ference between religious 
profession and personal 
salvation: ‘Ye call Me 
Maker, and obey Me not. Ye 
call Me Light, and see Me 
not. Ye call Me Way, and 
take Me not. Ye call Me Life, 
and desire Me not. Ye call 
Me Wise, and follow Me not. 
Ye call Me Fair, and love Me 
not. Ye call Me Rich, and ask 
Me not. Ye call Me Eternal, 
and seek Me not. Ye call Me 
Gracious, and trust Me not. 
Ye call Me Mighty, and 
honor Me not. If I condemn 
you, blame Me not.” 

We are not saved by our 
good works, but salvation by 
grace through faith 
motivates a Christian to 
work for Christ Who saved 
him. Parents who profess to 
be Christians would live 
their faith before their child- 
ren at home, then when 
correction is needed, the 
child will not accuse the 
parent for saying one thing 
and doing another. 

Consistency is the way to 
stop permissiveness. Consis- 
tency in correction, and con- 


’ sistency in our Christianity.

During the first week or so 
in June, a wildflower known 
as Clintonia will come into 
bloom. This flower favors 
wild areas over much of its 
range from Newfoundland 
west to Manitoba and south 
to North Carolina and Wis- 
consin, This shade lover is 
usually found in moist wood- 
lands or brushy areas and 
seems to favor acid soil. 
Only one of the books I have 
states that it may be less 
than fifteen inches tall. The 
flowers number three to six 
and are found in loose clus- 
ters on slender upright 
stems. Bach drooping, 
greenish-yellow bloom is 
nearly one inch long. There 
are three petal-like sepals 
and three petals with six 
stamens coming out of the 
middle of the blossom. The 
leaves usually number 
three, but on occasion there 
may be as many as five. The 
leaves are blunt pointed, 
oval in shape and eight to ten 
inches long. The leaves are 
much like those of the Ad- 
der’s Tongue but do not have 
the purplish-brown mark- 
ings. Clintonia has been 
called such names as bear 
tongue, cow tongue, dog- 
berry, bluebead lily and 
Clinton’s Lily. Its scientific 
name is “‘Clintonia borealis’ 
which is from Governor 
DeWitt Clinton of New York, 
who was an early naturalist. 
By August, the fruit of this 
plant will be ripe, but 1 would 
suggest that you do not eat 
the metallic blue berries sin- 
ce they are — slightly 
poisonous.
